The report next consider* tbo subject of tho 


effect or the law upon oitlos, showing that tho 
act has In somo cases bcntillted consuming in- 
terior cities and injuriously affected distribut- 
ing points formerly favored In rates.

according to the law of Moses. All tho 
tribes were bound together by the duty of 
coming up to llio tiiDernaole at Shilobthreo 
times a year. The priests and Lovites were 
thu religious teachers and educators of taa 
people. 


CAXAASJTES—Many ol tho inhabitants, 


idolaters, remained in Israel, and wero a 
means or temptation as woll as of suffering. 
Idolatry, by its visible deity, its splendid 
ritual, its liceuse to ovcry;passion, attracted 
away many of the Israelites. 


CIRCUMSTANCES—This lesson is a picture, 


giving a bird's-eye view of tho whole 
poriod of the Judges for three hundred and 
thirty years, tho details of which are givou 
in tho rest of the book and in Samuel.

COMMENTS—At last Joshua died. 
Tho 


people who had known him continued faith- 
ful to tho Lord. But soon there arose an- 
other generation who had not known Him, 
and they fell away into idolatry. They "for- 
sook Jehovah, the fountain of living waters, 
and howed out for themselves cisterns, 
broken cisterns that would bold no water.'1 
As soon as the people forsook tho law of 
God, disaster began to befall them on every 
hand. Yet God did not cast them off at 
once, but as soon as they, showed any signs 
of repentance, Ho gave thorn a rcspitc.from 
their enemies^ It was because of their own 
evil hearts that the Israelites so constantly 
fell uway from their duty to God. They 
wanted to be like other Nations, and against 
just that form of sin God had especially 
warned them. Every family wanted gods 
in their own homes, and was not willing to 
havo only one tabernacle where they could 
worship. All this was wrong, of course, 
but we mention it to show the evil tendency 
of tho human heart. In consequence of 
this evil tendency, some worshiped Baal 
and some Ashteroth, and in latter days 
some worshiped other idols. Everyman did 
as seemed good in his own eyes, and they 
were aliko'only in one thing, and that was 
that they all went astray. 


In this lesson there is also a very impor- 


tant truth 1'or us Christians. Israel was 
often guilty of backsliding In this respect, 
wo who arc tho followers of the Lord arc 
very.much like hor. Wo often aro over- 
come by the world around us, and are 
guilty of sinful practices. If all tho sins of 
tbo Chi-i3tiiin.H in our Sundfty-HChool vcro 
written out on the blackboard, what a large 
•board wo should coed! Perhaps some in 
tliis very clans aro already backsliders in 
heart. God says: "Tho backslider in heart 
shall be filled" with his own devices." If 
-this be our caso then we need to remember 
for our comfort what God said to Israel, 
"Return unto mo, ye backsliding children, 
and I will heal your backslidings.". Some 
young Christians fall so often that they be- 
come discouraged and are tempted to give 
up the battle. If you are ono of those, then 
let us remind you that nothing would so 
please the great Adversary as to see you do 
just this thing. God is never woary of re- 
cQivinp; tho sinner back to Himself, and Eo 
says: "Thouprh your sins ho as'scarlct, thoy 
shall be white as snow." Did ho not receive 
tho children of Israel back time after tirno, 
and will Ho be any less patient with usl No; 
his mercy is from everlasting to everlasting.
